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(54) STANDING POUCH 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a standing pouch which can be 
manufactured easily at low cost. 

SOLUTION: A sheet material is folded to form both side walls 1, 1 and a 
bottom wall 2, and the opposite sides of the bottom wall 2 which is folded 
back are folded obliquely. And a gripping part 5 is provided in the bottom 
wall 2 so as to extend inwardly and obliquely upwards from a corner of 
the lower end of the side wall 1 so that when the contents to be put into 
a pouch are put into the pouch, the central portions of the lower ends of 
both of the opposite side walls 1, 1 are spaced apart from each other, 
whereby the pouch can stand by itself. The gripping part 5 of the bottom 
wall 2 may be formed by obliquely folding the folded opposite sides of the 
bottom wall 2, or the opposite sides of the bottom wall 2 may be pasted 
to each other and cut off obliquely. 
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
